Age ; and hold a Court before themſelves for the good Government of the Eſtates and 

'Perſons of ſuch Orphans. The Execuror or Adminiſtrator of every Freeman, leaving any 

Orphan, by the ſaid Cuſtom is obliged on pain of Impriſonment, forthwith after the Dc: 

*ceale of the Free-man, to deliver into the ſaid Court upon Oath, a perfect Inventory of the 

ZEftate of ſuch Free-man, and within two Months after to pay into the Chamber of Loa- 

*don ſuch part thereof as ſhall belong ro any Orphan, or ro become bound to the Cham- 

-berlain of Lozdon, with Three ſufficient Sureties, Free men of Loxdsn, for payment of the 

me at ſuch time as the Orphan ſhall attain the Age of one and twenty years, be married, 

rdie ; and that in caſe any of the Security die or become inſolvent before the Money be 

aid, to bring in ſo many other good and ſutticient Sureties as the faid Court ſhould accept 
nd allow of to be Security for the Payment as aforeſaid. 


2 The hardſhip of the ſaid Cuſtom, in relation to the Security required, rendred it dificulr 

© in all Orphans Caſes, and in moſt of them impoſlible to prevent their Eſtates being pur into che 
Chamber of Londox. And there is now due from the City of Lozaoz to about Fourteen hun- 
—gred, of Orphans, whoſe Eſtates, ſince the Burning of Loxavz in the year 1666. and before 
the bringing of the £40 Warranto againſt che ſaid City, purſuant to the ſaid Cuſtom, and by 
Proceſs and Compullion of the ſaid Court of Orphans, and for want of Security, were 

paid into the ſaid Chamber of Loxdon, the Sum of 508314 /i. 125. 4 4. Principal Money,
